the memory of Ma jor J ohn Andre, who, 
ra ised by his merit, a t a n ea rly period 
of lif« *, to the ra nk of a djuta nt genera l 
of the British forces in America , a nd 
employed in a n importa nt but ha za rdous 
enterprise, fell a sa crifice to his zea l for 
his king a nd country, on the 2d of Oc­ 
tober, 1780, a ged 29 , univ ersa lly belov ed 
a nd esteemed by the a rmy in which he 
serv ed a nd la mented ev en by his foes.” 
About the ba se of tin- monument, 
which is a pa nel set a ga inst the wa ll, 
nr«* sev era l sma ll figur« s. These project 
from the pa nel, a nd represent the presen­ 
ta tion of Ma jor Andre’s letter to Gen­ 
era l Wa shington on the night before his’ 
execution. 
The ea se with which the 
hea ds of these figures could !««• broken 
off lia s been too grea t a tempta tion to 
ri lic hunters, a nd most of the hea ds 
ha v e been knocked off a nd stolen. Tha t 
such v a nda lism is not wholly modern is 
shown from the fa « ‘t tha t Cha rles La mb 
writes of the defa cing of this v ery mon­ 
ument in this wa y in ins “ Essa ys of 
E lia .” 
Southey, the poet, when a boy, 
wa s a pupil a t the Westminster school. 
La ter in life ho wa s exceedingly sensi­ 
tiv e in rega rd to his politica l princi­ 
ples, a nd f« » r a time a serious qua rrel 
existed between him self a nd La mb, be­ 
ca use tin: la tter, spea king in rega rd to 
this injury to Andre’s monument, de­ 
scribed it a s tho “ wa nton mischief of 
some 
schoolboy, 
fired perha ps with 
ra w notions of tra nsa tla ntic freedom.” 
Then, a ddressing Southey, he a dded, 
“ The mischief wa s done a bout tho time 
tha t you were a schola r then*. 
Do you

There is now fa stened upon tho wa ll 
of tho na v e, a bov e the monument, a 
wrea th of oa k lea v es which Dea n Sta n­ 
ley, whi'ii he v isited America , ga thered 
nea r tho spot on tho ba nk of the Hudson 
riv er where Andre wa s executed. 
A l­ 
though Andre di« 'd m 1780, it wa s not 
until 1821 tha t, a t the request of the 
Duke of York, his bones were exhumed 
a nd ta k*'ii to Engla nd to be buried in 
the a bbey. The box in which they were 
pla ced for the v oya ge is still preserv ed 
in tlie ora tory ov er St. Islip’s cha pel, 
where the wa x figures a re k ep t— Mux 
Bennett Thra sher in St. Nichola s.

Birds a re perha ps more commonly the 
v ictim s of illusions tha n other a nima ls, 
their stupidity a bout their 
e g g s 
being 
quite rema rka ble. 
La st yea r, for in- i 
sta nce, a hen got into the pa v ilion of a 
la dies’ golf club a nd bega n to sit on a i 
golf ba ll in a corner, for which it ma de 
a nest w ith a couple of pocket ha ndker- 1 
chiefs. 
But ma ny qua drupeds a re not 
only deceiv ed for the moment by reflec- 
j 
tions, sha dows a nd such unrea lities, but 
often seem v ictim s to illusions la rgely j 
dev eloped by the ima gina tion. 
Tho horse, for insta nce, is one of the j 
bra v est of a nima ls when fa ce to fa ce 
with da ngers which if. ca n understa nd, 
such a s the cha rge of a n elepha nt or a 
wild boa r a t ba y. 
Yet the coura geous 
a nd dev oted horse, so stea dfa st a ga inst 
the da ngers he knows, iH a prey to a 
hundred terrors of the im a gina tion due 
to illusions, m a inly those of fdght, for 
shying, the minor effect of thyso illu ­ 
sions, a nd “ bolting, ” in which pa nic 
ga ins complete possession of hi/? a cra l, 
a re ca used, a s a rule, by mista kes a s to 
wha t the horse sees, a nd not by m isin­ 
terpreta tion of wha t he hea rs. It is no­ 
ticed, for insta nce, tha t ma ny horees 
which shy usua lly sta rt a wa y from ob­ 
jects on one side more frequently tha n 
from objects on tho other. This is prob­ 
a bly due to defects in the v ision of one 
or other eye. 
In nea rly a ll ca ses of shying tho horse 
ta kes fright a t some unfa milia r object, 
though this is commonly quite ha rm­ 
less, such a s a wheelba rrow 
upside 
down, a freshly felled log or a piece of 
pa per rolling before the wind. This in­ 
sta ntly becomes a n illusion, is inter­ 
preted a s something else, a nd it is a cu­ 
rious question in equine neuropa thy to 
know wha t it is tha t tho hi rse figures 
these ha rmless objects to be. 
When 
Russia n ponies tirst bega n to be shipped 
to Ha rwich, they usua lly objected to 
pa ss nea r a donkey. 
This relucta nce 
wa s expla ined on tho hypothesis tha t 
the ponies seldom sa w donkeys in Rus­ 
sia a nd mistook them for bea rs.— Lon­ 
don Specta tor.

Take a polished m etal surface of two 
feet or more and with a straight edge. 
A large handsaw w ill answer the pur­ 
pose. 
Take a windy day on which to 
make the experiment, paying no atten­ 
tion to atmospheric conditions, for sueh 
an * xperiment can be us successfully 
made on a clear day as it can on a 
cloudy one, and the 
results will be 
equally good in summer <«r winter. Tho 
only thing you need to look out for is 
that you do not attem pt to “ see the 
w in d” on a rainy or murky day, as con­ 
ditions 
are 
then very 
unfavorable. 
When everything is in readiness, hold 
the m etallic surface at right angles to 
the direction of the w ind— i. e., if the 
wind is in tho north, hold the metal 
east and west, but instead of holding it 
vertical incline it about 42 degrees to 
the horizon. 
When this has been done, 
sight carefully along tho edge 
of 
a 
sharply defined object for some 
m o­ 
ments and you will see the wind pour­ 
ing over in graceful curves almost like 
w ater.— St. Louis Republic.
